Warning after baby dies 
sharing bed with mum

A CORONER has warned young mums of the 
dangers of sharing a bed with newborn babies. 

It comes after the inquest of a 26-day-old boy 
who died after sleeping in the same bed as his 
mother. 

fustin Rogalev was confirmed dead at 
Northampton General Hospital on March 27 
this year after suffering injuries when he was in 
the bed with his mother Inna, at her flat at 
Knights Court, Baronson Gardens, 

Northampton. 

Ms Rogalev, a Latvian national, who has since 
returned to the country, had a statement read 
out on her behalf at yesterday’s inquest. 

She said that fustin was “a healthy baby, who 
did not cry” and that she often shared a bed 
with him in the flat where they lived alone. 

She said: “I was in bed with him and he fell 
asleep and then I fell asleep with him. I would 
often be woken up by a grunting noise which he 
made normally instead of crying.” 

Speaking about the night her son died she 
said she woke up when she realised it was 
quiet. 

She said: “I realised that he was not making 
any noise and when I got up, I saw that his face 
was covered in blood.” 

Ambulance crews arrived at 3.26am but were 
unable to save the child who was confirmed 
dead at the hospital. 

Recording a verdict of accidental death, 

Coroner Anne Pember issued a stern warning 
to parents thinking of sharing a bed with their 
new born children. 

She said: “I wish to warn members of the pub¬ 
lic and new mothers just how dangerous it is to 
sleep with their babies.”

Mother claims ‘meow meow’ drug contributed to son’s death 


THE mother of a teenager who died 
when he fell from scaffolding has said 
she is convinced he would still be alive 
today had he not taken a recently 
banned drug before his fall. 

Aiden McSweeney (pictured), 18, from 
Park Lane, Paulerspury, died on July 19 
this year after falling from the scaffold¬ 
ing in Kingsley, Northampton. 

An inquest at Northampton General 
Hospital yesterday heard how he had 
taken Mephedrone, also known as 
‘meow-meow’, shortly before his fall 
although the Coroner Anne Pember 
recorded a verdict of accidental death. 

His mother Lynne Bucinikas believed 
that the drugs he had taken had con¬ 
tributed to his death, after he got mixed 
up with the wrong crowd. 

In a statement after the inquest, 
through Northamptonshire Police, Ms 
Bucinikas said: "Aidan was an intelli¬ 
gent, caring boy, who did well at school 
and worked part-time in our landscap¬ 
ing business. He was sensitive and when 
younger found it difficult to fit in with 
peer groups. 



"Aidan’s desire for peer acceptance 
ultimately led him into the wrong 
crowd, including a drug dealer of his 
own age who invited impressionable 
youngsters to parties in his home in a 


calculated hunt for future customers. 
Aidan saw this dealer as a friend, with a 
lifestyle that he aspired to. But he was no 
friend to Aidan, just an evil predator 
who got kids hooked on drugs, a shark 
who had a flourishing drugs business 
and two houses before he was 18. 

"It was through this dealer that Aidan 
was introduced to mephedrone, or 
meow meow as it’s commonly known. 

"Aidan died when he fell from a rooftop 
after climbing up scaffolding. But what 
made him climb up? 

"Mephedrone was made illegal in April 
2010 because of significant concerns 
about its affects. Although some still 
claim that no one has died from it, there 
are many cases where it has been a 
major contributory factor. 

"We know that Aidan took 
mephedrone shortly before his death. 
Had he not done so I am convinced we 
wouldn’t be making this statement at the 
inquest into the untimely death of an 
intelligent and popular boy, much loved 
and desperately missed by his family 
and true friends.” 


‘Medical’ factors behind 
attacks on hospital staff

PARAMEDICS and hospital staff who 
help people in our region are being 
attacked at the rate of nearly one every 
two days. 

Figures published by NHS Protect show 
nearly 100 employees at Northampton 
General Hospital (NGH) were assaulted 
during the 2010/11 period, while East 
Midlands Ambulance Service (EMAS), 
which covers Northamptonshire, suf¬ 
fered 70 assaults during the same period. 

The NHS Protect figures have recorded 
an increase in the number of staff 
assaulted at NGH. 

The violence is said to be due to med¬ 
ical factors. 

NGH security advisor Andy Watkins 
said: “All but seven of the 97 reported 
incidents were where the perpetrator did 
not know what they were doing was 
wrong due to medical illness, mental ill 
health, severe learning disability or treat¬ 
ment administered. 

“In some cases the people responsible 
were taking part in detox programmes 
related to alcohol and drug dependency. 

“Our training programme is making 
staff more aware of what constitutes a 
physical assault and it is likely that more 
staff are reporting such incidents which 
they may previously have chosen not to. 


“Certainly we have not seen a signifi¬ 
cant increase in very serious incidents 
but nevertheless we do not expect staff 
who are committed to provide health 
services to have to suffer violence at 
work. 

“People who willfully assault our staff 
should endure the legal consequences. 

“We do everything we can to prevent 
assaults from occurring and will pursue 
sanctions following assaults when they 
do occur.” 

More than 3,000 NGH staff have now 
attended conflict resolution training 
courses which help them ease potentially 
confrontational situations. 

The 97 reported physical assaults on the 
hospital’s staff last year (April 2010 
/March 2011) compares with 68 reported 
the previous year. As a comparison, at 
Kettering General Hospital there were ten 
assaults and all of them involved what 
NHS Protect said were down to medical 
factors. 

Of the 70 assaults reported by EMAS, 
which covers the county along with other 
areas in the region, alcohol and drugs 
were blamed for 52 of the attacks on 
ambulance crews. 

Of those, 18 involved medical factors 
such as mental health, a learning disabil¬ 
ity or confusion caused by medication, 
while 52 did not involve medical factors, 
for example someone who was under the 


influence of alcohol or drugs. Of the 70 
assaults, EMAS declared sanctions 
against 51. 

EMAS security management specialist 
Nick Arnold said: “A large proportion of 
attacks are carried out by those under the 
influence of alcohol or illegal drugs but 
people must make a conscious effort to 
remain in control of their actions at all 
times, not doing so could result in them 
having a criminal record and therefore 
perhaps a very different life to the one 
they had planned. 

“The figures published by NHS Protect 
make welcome reading because they show 
our ambulance service does what we say - 
we do not tolerate violence or aggression 
against any member of our staff and we 
will take action against those who think 
nothing of assaulting our staff when they 
are trying to help someone in need. 

“For the third year running, we are the 
top performing ambulance service for 
managing and taking action on the inci¬ 
dents reported to us by our staff.” 

Director of operations Peter Ripley, who 
manages the Accident and Emergency and 
Patient Transport Service for EMAS, added: 
“Any act of violence or aggression against 
our staff is wrong and we actively encour¬ 
age staff to report it so we can take action 
and support them through the courts. 

“Punishments have included fines and 
even imprisonment for attackers.” 


Addict found in canal had killed himself 


A MAN found face down in a canal 
had killed himself, a coroner has 
ruled. 

Paul Pryslazny, 58, of no fixed abode, 
who had lived in and around 
Northampton, was found dead on 
fune 16 after his body was spotted by a 
member of the public near Bedford 
Road, Northampton. 

An inquest at Northampton General 
Hospital yesterday heard that Mr 
Pryslazny had been a heroin addict on 
and off from the age of 16 and had 
spent time in prison. 

His sister, lulia Pryslazny, told the 
inquest that he had been back on the 
drugs since 1999 when a family that 
was involved in drugs moved to the 


street where he lived in Peterborough 
with his then wife. Having become an 
addict again his marriage broke down 
and he moved back to Northampton. 

He was found in the canal having 
taken a large quantity of Methadone 
with injuries to his wrists. 

Ms Pryslazny, of Kings Heath, said: 
“He didn’t say a lot, even though I 
would speak to him every two to three 
days. He will be sorely missed by his 
family and friends and we hope he is 
in a better place.” 

Recording a verdict of suicide 
Coroner Anne Pember said: “At a time 
when he was feeling low and 
depressed he made the decision that 
he no longer wanted to live.” 


















Cops carried out 
2,147 drug busts

THE amount of drug seizures 
made by Northamptonshire 
Police has increased by more 
than 1,500 in the last decade. 

New figures released by the 
home office show that last year 
officers made 2,147 drug seizures, 
up 43 per cent from 2009. 

The statistics show a massive 
increase from 2001 when the 
Force only carried out 420 drug 
confiscations. 

Detective Superintendent Mark 
Behan said: “We have been taking 
action in the last few years as part 
of Operation Guardian where 
through tackling robberies, 
burglaries and other crimes we 
found that often drugs were the 
root cause of these other crimes. 

“I don’t think there has been an 
increase in drug use in the county 
over the last ten years but that 


there is more focus to tackling 
these drug issues that blight the 
community.” 

The home office stats show that 
in total Northamptonshire Police 
confiscated 1.7 kilogrammes of 
cocaine, with an approximate 
street value of £170,000. 

Officers took 11,099 cannabis 
plants from factories and 1.35 
tonnes of the drug in its herb 
form, worth more than £750,000. 

DS Behan added: “As I under¬ 
stand it, heroin is much harder to 
get hold of after more of it has 
been seized at the borders in the 
last year so cocaine is easier to 
get a hold of which is why we are 
seeing more seizures in the 
county. 

“Obviously there are many 
more cases of cannabis as more 
people see it as a recreational 
drug that they don’t see as being 
harmful. 

“I don’t agree with that view, 


particularly with modern skunk 
being very strong. We have seen 
far more cannabis factories 
recently, some of them created by 
criminal enterprises, others by 
individuals at home.” 

The police have explained that 
for many of the drugs busts they 
rely on intelligence coming from 
the community. 

DS Behan said: “We don’t 
receive tip-offs as such but 
members of the community 
might tell us that there have been 
cars arriving at a property 
through the night which alerts us 
to it and from there we make our 
investigations. 

“I would ask anyone who may 
be suspicious of drug activity to 
contact the police or 
Crimestoppers or even speak to a 
local PCSO.”

Time to change slaughterhouse ‘shambles’ 


THE case of slaughterman 
fohn McFarlane has once 
again hit the headlines. 

In 2009, he used a captive 
bolt gun from the deer abat¬ 
toir where he worked to kill a 
woman in front of her daugh¬ 
ters. This is a horrific murder 
and begs many questions: 
How was this man able to 
become a slaughterman? Who 
licensed him? And why was he 
allowed to take a captive bolt 
gun away with him? 

The link between cruelty to 
animals and violence to peo¬ 
ple has been made by many 
psychologists and criminal 
behaviourists, and yet when 
Animal Aid asked Defra how 
many people with unspent 


violent convictions work in 
British slaughterhouses, it 
could not answer as the 
Agency that licenses slaugh¬ 
terers does not even ask this. 

It does ask whether prospec¬ 
tive slaughterers have convic¬ 
tions for animal cruelty but 
since it does no Criminal 
Records Bureau checks, it has 
no way of knowing whether 
the applicant is telling the 
truth. 

In the Middle Ages, the 
commonly used word for 
slaughterhouses was ‘sham¬ 
bles’. Our current regulatory 
system indicates that nothing 
has changed.

Bairs tow eves 
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£8m pledge to get centre revamp plans moving 



THE redevelopment of the 
Grosvenor Centre is a step 
closer after £8 million was 
approved to start work on 
the town’s new bus station. 

On Tuesday West 
Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation’s 
[WNDC] board agreed to 
plans which will see the 
funds benefitting the town. 

The cash will be used in 
two parts - to fund the new 
bus station on the site of 
the current Fishmarket - 
and to buy out Stagecoach 
from its current lease of 
the Greyfriars bus station. 

WNDC will give the funds 
for the £4m bus station but 
will only provide another 
£4m to buy out stagecoach 
- with Northampton 
Borough Council paying the 
remaining Elm. 

Once the bus company 
has moved out of the 
current bus station it can 
be demolished paving the 
way for the new retail 
outlet. 

Legal & General, who own 
the shopping centre, has 
appointed a professional 
team to take forward the 


detailed design of the 
re-development and the 
WNDC board believe that 
they will submit a planning 
application in July next year. 

WNDC anticipates that a 
planning application for the 
new bus facility will be 
submitted early next year. 

The leader of 
Northampton Borough 
Councillor, Councillor David 
Mackintosh, has welcomed 
the news. 

He said: “The new bus 
interchange is a vitally 
important part of the future 
development of our town 
and the decision is an 
important step forward. 

“We are looking to create 
a modern new site that is 
welcoming, bright, safe and 
clean and brings 
passengers right into the 
heart of our town. 

“I am delighted to see this 
work progressing.” 

The total development of 
the shopping centre is 
estimated to cost £220m 
and will create 980 new 
jobs in Northampton and a 
further 1,030 roles in the 
region. 


Works blamed for 
drop in shop trade

Neil Duguid, from art and 
framing shop the Primrose 
Gallery on Harborough Road, 
claims trade is down by 45 per 
cent and he has had to make two 
members of staff redundant 
because of the traffic works. 

Mr Duguid, who also represents 
the Kingsthorpe Business 
Consortium, said: “Due to the 
ongoing roadworks people have 
been avoiding Kingsthorpe like 
the plague. 

“One Saturday we didn’t have a 
single customer and trade has 
been atrocious for local small 
businesses in the area. 

“We have had to let staff go and 
these are jobs that are going 
which are affecting local people. 

“We have lost nearly £20,000 
and although the council has said 
that we might be able to get 25 
per cent off our rates, that only 
equates to something like £300.” 

The businesses want the council 
to help with a fund to advertise 
the fact that the shops in the area 
are still open and that the road¬ 
works are coming to an end, in a 
bid to get more customers in 
before Christmas. 


A spokesman for 

Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “Work to bring 
improvements to Northampton’s 
Kingsthorpe Corridor is now very 
near completion and it is antici¬ 
pated the road will be completely 
open some time next week. 

“The work at Kingsthorpe 
includes carriageway widening to 
improve traffic flow, more effec¬ 
tive traffic signals to minimise 
congestion and improve bus 
journey times as well as improved 
pedestrian crossings and foot¬ 
ways. 

“This work is essential to cope 
with the growing amount of traf¬ 
fic using this route. 

“The new traffic signals are now 
in operation with the four-way 
temporary traffic lights at The 
Cock Hotel junction no longer 
required. However, there are still 


some lane closures as work con¬ 
tinues. 

“We’ve tried to minimise disrup¬ 
tion during the work and we 
would like to thank everyone for 
their patience over the past few 
months. 

“The start of the works were 
programmed to take place over 
the relatively quiet summer holi¬ 
day period when conditions were 
more favourable, as well as utilis¬ 
ing longer daylight hours. 

“Resurfacing work has also been 
carried out overnight to reduce 
disruption for motorists, resi¬ 
dents and businesses and speed 
up the time it takes to complete 
the scheme. 

“Businesses in the area are also 
being communicated with via a 
newsletter and visits to their 
premises to keep them updated 
on any changes.”

Universities unite to 


world of the 


RiDDer 


A LINK has been established between the University 
of Northampton and Drexel University in Philadelphia. 
There is nothing remarkable about this until you 
realise this link came about due to Jack the Ripper. 

Dr Drew Gray, a lecturer from Northampton, recently 
attended a conference on the notorious serial killer at 
the American university. LAWRENCE JOHN spoke to 
him about what happened and what he thinks about 
the grisly mystery man. 


IF time travel was possible then 
a senior lecturer at the 
University of Northampton 
would go back to the Victorian 
era as he believes he could solve 
the case of lack the Ripper. 

Dr Drew Gray, who teaches 
history of crime, would go on this 
journey to crack the issue which 
has never been solved. 

The Whitechapel Murders, 
which people associate with Jack 
the Ripper, were the deaths of five 
prostitutes - Mary Ann Nichols, 
Annie Chapman, Elizabeth 
Stride, Catherine Eddowes and 
Mary Jane Kelly which occurred 
between 1888 and 1891. 

The fascination with the elusive 
‘Jack’ has never subsided and 
recently Dr Gray attended a 
conference on the murders at 
Drexel University in Philadelphia. 

This brought together delegates 
from across the USA, Canada and 
Europe to discuss the case and 
names in the frame as to who 
could have been the serial killer. 

Dr Gray was invited by Professor 
Fred Abbate to place the Ripper 


case in an historical context as he 
had read Dr Gray’s book London 
Shadows: The Dark Side of the 
Victorian City. 

As a key note speaker, Dr Gray 
challenged some of the prevailing 
myths which surround descrip¬ 
tions of the East End in the past 
and the present. 

He said: “If I could have one 
magical wish it would be to go 
back in time and solve the Ripper 
case. 

“As a historian I try to get near to 


the truth but sometimes when 
you get nearer it can almost slip 
out of your reach. 

“I think if we could prove 
beyond any doubt who was Jack 
the Ripper then it would draw a 
line under the case and it would 
disappoint an awful lot of people. 

“I don’t think anyone wants to 
find him as it keeps the mystery 
going. 

“I doubt anyone would really 
accept a candidate.” 

He explained over time fact has 
become so strongly linked to 
fiction it has been difficult to 
separate the two and a legend is 
born. 

It is like the famous quote from 
the film The Man Who Shot

Liberty Valance says: “When the 
legend becomes fact, print the 
legend.” 

As a result of this myth making, 
Dr Gray feels the Ripper did, in 
the 19th and 20th centuries, 
become the ‘ultimate bogey man’. 

He said: “Children would be 
told if you don’t do this or that 
then Jack the Ripper will get you. 

“So much has been written 
about it and the story has been 
told both in fiction and in film. 

“In movie terms the first one 
was Alfred Hitchcock’s The 
Lodger which was set in a foggy 
London. 

“Even Northampton’s own Alan 
Moore had a panel dedicated to 
him in his graphic novel ‘From 
Hell’. 

“The facts are being intertwined 
with fiction. 

“There is the link it has some¬ 
thing to do with the royal family 
and this is linked in with all the 
conspiracy theories. 

“I think this was probably the 
first time people have given a 
murderer such a cache. It was a 
name given to him by The Star 
newspaper. 

“This is why it has become so 
popular when there is a murderer 
and names like the Yorkshire 
Ripper or the Ipswich Ripper are 
created.” 

While at the conference, Dr 
Gray made a number of contacts 
with students and the 
‘Ripperologists’ who have made 
the murders their life’s work. 

Dr Gray would like to take some 
of the American students from 


Drexel University to Whitechapel 
so they can walk the Ripper’s trail 
in this part of London. 

The problem he said is the East 
End of London is always chang¬ 
ing and it is being developed now 
as part of the 2012 Olympics. 

He said: “Because of the change 
there is not much left of the 
murder sites and all the street 
names have been changed. 

“I did go down to the area and 
had a look but I had to keep 
checking if I was in the right 
place. 

“The one thing I did get from 
the area is it is very atmospheric 
and whoever Jack the Ripper was 
he must have known the area 


very well.” Dr Gray said although 
people are aware of the case and 
know some facts, he feels one 
important element is overlooked 
- the women who died. 

And he feels something should 
be done to remember the five 
prostitutes rather than them just 
being victims of this Victorian 
serial killer. 

He added: “In all of this the five 
victims are overlooked. 

“There should be a memorial to 
the victims at possibly 
Spitalfields Market. 

“It would remind people this 
has not always been a posh place 
but 120 years ago five women 
were murdered.”

School stunned by 
staffs raid ‘ordeal’

A HEADMASTER has said that 
he was ‘shocked' after his school 
was targeted by robbers. 

Two members of the catering 
staff at Abbeyfield School in 
Mereway, Northampton, were 
confronted by two men last 
Thursday. 

One of the employees was tied 
up by the robbers and the other 
was taken to a safe where police 
say a Targe amount of money’ 
was taken. 

The robbers were dressed in 
black clothing with their faces 
covered. They made their escape 
in one of the staff member’s Ford 
Focus after taking the car keys. 

The green/blue car was found 
later that morning dumped in 
Gloucester Avenue. 

Headteacher Mark Griffin 
cannot believe the offenders 
would target a school for their 


crime. He said: “We’re completely 
shocked that criminals have 
targeted our school in this way 
and have put our catering 
colleagues through such a 
distressing ordeal. 

“However, the response has 
been brilliant and as a conse¬ 
quence there hasn’t been any dis¬ 
ruption to the students’ day and 
lessons have carried on as usual. 

“But that doesn’t detract from 
the fact that these criminals 
deliberately targeted a school 
building used by children as 
young as 11. My staff and I will be 


doing our utmost to provide reas¬ 
surance to our students who may 
be feeling unsettled by these 
events. 

“Our thoughts are with the two 
members of staff who were 
affected and we look forward to 
welcoming them back.” 

Northamptonshire Police would 
like to speak to anyone who may 
have seen the two men in the 
vicinity of Abbeyfield School or in 
Gloucester Avenue area when the 
vehicle was abandoned.

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Closed death 
‘crush’ venue 
loses licence

THE future of a town centre nightclub 
where two students died remains in 
doubt after the premises lost its licence. 

Lava Ignite, where Nabila Nanfuka, 22, 
and Laurene-Danielle lackson, 19, lost 
their lives in a ‘crush’ on October 19 will 
not reopen as a nightclub in the immedi¬ 
ate future. 

The venue had its licence suspended 
for 28 days after the tragedy but since 
then the company which owns the 
venue, Luminar, has entered into admin¬ 
istration. 

The club’s licence was due to be 
reviewed by Northampton Borough 
Council on Monday but the company’s 
administrators, have said that they will 
not be renewing it. 

Adam Holden, spokesman for adminis¬ 
trators Ernst & Young, said: “There are no 
plans to apply for a new licence and we 
are currently in discussions with the 
landlord with regards to the lease of the 
property.” 

At the meeting on Monday Councillor 
Terry Wire read a statement regarding the 
council’s position on the venue. 

He said: “Unless the administrators 
apply for an interim authority, or that 
licence is transferred to another part, no 
licence exists. 

“Northampton Borough Council 
licencing will continue to monitor any 
further applications with regard to these 
premises. 

“Should any other party wish to licence 



the premises, they would need to 
re-apply for a premises licence and the 
matter will be looked at afresh and all 
relevant authorities and interested 
parties will have an opportunity to put 
any representations forward.” 

Cllr Christopher Malpas, chairman of 
the council’s licensing committee, said: 
“Northamptonshire Police are undertak¬ 
ing a full and thorough investigation into 
what happened and Northampton 
Borough Council will continue to help 
them in any way we can. 

“We will do our best to ensure that les¬ 
sons are learnt from this tragedy.” 

Nabila died on the night of the incident, 
while Laurene-Danielle passed away 
from her injuries on November 6.

THE inquest of the 
second woman who 
died in a nightclub 
crush was opened 
yesterday.

NORTHAMPTON is set to dazzle in 
Christmas lights as the festive season 
fast approaches. 

Last week Northampton Borough 
Council announced plans to put six giant 
Christmas trees up and now it has 
revealed that the town centre will glisten 
in more than 120,000 lights. 

Fourteen thousand lights alone will 
decorate the largest 60ft tree in the 
Market Square.

The cost of the trees has been met by

Town Centre Business Improvement 
District (BID). 

As well as the six giant trees and decora¬ 
tions there will be 200 flashing strobe 
lights, 950 metres of string lights and 
2,450 metres of rope light, along with 
10,000 cable ties and 134 electrical plugs 
and sockets. 

The council has also cut the cost of 
parking in time for Christmas offering a 
free hour in St John’s, St Michael’s and 
Mayorhold multi-storey car parks and 
free parking on Sundays in all borough 
council town centre car parks.

CHILDREN’S minister Tim Loughton is 
backing a Northamptonshire appeal for 
foster carers for older children. 

The parliamentary under secretary of 
state for children and families has writ¬ 
ten to Northamptonshire County 
Council in support of the authority’s 
recruitment drive to get more carers for 
youngsters over the age of ten. 

The council recently launched a cam¬ 
paign incorporating poster distribution, 
radio and bus advertising, leaflets and 
social media networking to get at least 20 
foster carers to give stable placements to 
local children aged between ten and 18. 

Mr Loughton said: “I am delighted 
Northamptonshire County Council is 
continuing its drive to recruit more foster 
carers through a new campaign which 
focuses on finding foster carers for chil¬ 
dren over the age of ten. 

“There are many misconceptions about 
older children, especially those in care. 

“They are viewed as difficult and chal¬ 
lenging and therefore people are con¬ 
cerned about how they would cope. 

“However, many of these children’s 
lives can be transformed with love and 
patience from a foster carer. 

“I hope the urgent need for more foster 
carers is heard across Northamptonshire 
and more people come forward to take 
up this rewarding and life-changing 
task.” 

There are currently 511 children and 
young people in foster care in 
Northamptonshire and more than half of 
them, 276, are over the age of ten.

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£6.5m building to 
revamp ‘gateway’

PLANS for an iconic new ‘cube’ 
building have been submitted as 
the first part of a new ‘station 
gateway’. 

The £6.5 million Innovation 
Cube is a five storey facility which 
will provide offices for up to 60 
small businesses opposite the 
railway station in Northampton. 

West Northamptonshire 

Development Corporation 
(WNDC) submitted the plans last 
week which form part of the 
Northampton Enterprise Zone. 

It will be located on the site of 
the former United Social Club 
which WNDC acquired and 
demolished last year. 

The building is part of a planned 
‘station gateway’ development, 
which will include new homes, 
offices and shops along the River 
Nene from the proposed 
Innovation Cube to St Peter’s Way 


gasholders. Chris Garden, direc¬ 
tor of regeneration at WNDC, 
said: “Together with our plans for 
Northampton Station, the 
Innovation Cube will form an 
impressive gateway into the 
centre of Northampton. 

“Crucially, it will be home to a 
range of inventive new business¬ 
es, bringing vital new jobs and 


investment to the area. We are 
currently talking to potential 
partners which we require to help 
develop the building and operate 
the centre once it’s completed.” 

The Innovation Cube is estimat¬ 
ed to cost in the region of £6.5m, 
with funding secured from a 
number of sources including the 
European Union.

ONE of the county’s MPs 
has spoken to a group of 
councillors to update 
them on potential wind 
farms in the region. 

Andrea Leadsom, 
Member of Parliament for 
South Northamptonshire, 
organised the event after 
discussing onshore wind 
farms with Charles 
Hendry MP, Minister of 
State for Energy, and 
around a dozen other MP 
colleagues in parliament 
before reporting back to 
local councillors on 
November 10. 

Last week a planning 
application was made for 
nine 90 metres wind tur¬ 
bines to be constructed to 
the east of Roade village. 

Mrs Leadsom spoke to 
parish councillors in the 
district in order to update 
them on the Govern¬ 
ment’s position on wind 
farms. There were about

80 people in attendance 
at Sponne School in 
Towcester where the 
meeting was held. 


Mrs Leadsom said: “The 
Government has reiterat¬ 
ed that developers will be 
encouraged to build wind 
farms in windy areas. As 
South Northamptonshire 
is one of the least windy 
places in the country this 
is good news. 

“The minister has 
informed me that the sub¬ 
sidy for wind farms will be 
cut by ten per cent in 
2013. The Government 
believes that this will 
make South Northamp¬ 
tonshire even more unat¬ 
tractive for developers 
when combined with low 
wind speeds. Viability of 
an application is now a 
material planning consid¬ 
eration.” 

The group also 
discussed the localism bill 
which is currently going 
through parliament, 
introducing the right for 
areas to come together 
and produce neighbour¬ 
hood plans to shape their 
communities. 


Labour will join 
unions on strike 

THE Northampton Labour Group has put 
its weight behind the trade union strikes 
due to take place later this month. 

Labour councillors are pleased so 
many unions are taking part in the day 
of action on November 30. 

The walk outs are taking place over 
changes to the pensions of public sector 
workers. 

Labour councillors and local trade 
unions will be standing together on the 
picket lines when the day takes place. 

Councillor Lee Mason, leader of the 
Labour group, said: “These strikes are 
about protecting pensions, pay and jobs 
from Tory/Lib Dem Coalition cuts. 

“These are core bread and butter 
issues for trade unions. 

“We are hoping that this day of strikes 
will send a clear message to the 
Coalition that their changes are deeply 
unfair and have no support amongst 
public service workers. 

“I’m sure the vast majority of residents 
in Northampton will understand the 
necessity of these strikes and give their 
full support.” 


Cabinet to stay the same 

THERE will be no replacement on the 
county council’s cabinet following the 
departure of Councillor David Mackintosh, 
who left to take up his new role as leader 
of Northampton Borough Council. 

Northamptonshire County Council 
leader, Cllr Jim Harker, announced all Cllr 
Mackintosh’s areas of responsibility have 
been divided between existing members 
of the cabinet. 

Cllr Harker said: “We are very sad to 
see David leave his position in cabinet 
but clearly we are delighted for him as 
he takes on his new role at 
Northampton Borough Council.”

Order stops man’s 
street toilet antics

A MAN has been prevented from 
defecating in public across the 
UK after his behaviour in 
Northampton saw him jailed for 
12 weeks. 

Kimpton Japajapa, 41, was sent 
to prison for failing to surrender, 
theft, indecent exposure and 
being drunk and disorderly. He 
was also issued with a five-year 
Criminal Anti-Social Behaviour 
Order (CRASBO) at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday 

The CRASBO states that 
Japajapa cannot “urinate or defe¬ 
cate in any public place in 
England and Wales, other than in 


a urinal or toilet” and “from being 
under the influence of alcohol 
whilst behaving in a manner 
which causes or is likely cause 
harassment, alarm or distress to 
one or more persons not of the 
same household.” 

The order was made after 
Japajapa urinated and/or defe¬ 
cated in Northampton often 
while he was drunk. 

He had previously been housed 
in Perry Street, Northampton, by 
CAN, the drug, alcohol and 
homeless charity, and the 
Resettlement Centre in Oak 
Street, but had been evicted on 
both occasions because of his 
behaviour. 

PCSO Tammy Wright said: “The 


CRASBO and custodial sentence 
came after 12 statements were 
given from police officers, 
Greyfriars bus station staff, mem¬ 
bers of the public, Northampton 
Borough Council, CAN and 
NAASH employees.” 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
the borough council’s leader said: 
“The council will continue to 
work with our partners to bring 
cases like this to court. 

“It is completely unacceptable 
for anyone to act in this manner, 
the vast majority of people have a 
lot of pride in our town and 
respect for others. 

“We are not prepared to stand 
back and see their lives blighted 
by this kind of behaviour.”

PANTOMIME 

INTERVIEWS are a 
strange beast. 

For a set period of time 
you get to chat with a 
celebrity, an actor or 
actress and try to get from 
them their views or 
thoughts on what they are 
doing or what they think 
about certain issues. 

My moment came when 
I interviewed Bobby 
Davro who will soon be 
appearing as Wishee 
Washee in Aladdin at 
Royal & Derngate from 
December 9 to January 8. 

I could list all the facts in 
the world about Davro - 
his career on television as 
a comic and what he has 
done in his 26 previous 
pantomimes. 

I always go into an inter¬ 
view with a pocket full of 
questions and trepidation 
of what that person would 
be like. 

Talking to Davro was a 
piece of magic. 

While speaking to him I 
firmly believe I saw his 
‘showbusiness mask’ fall 
and I was speaking to 
Davro the man, who was 
engaging with me about 
jokes, acting and his craft. 

He said: “I never stop 
learning. In this business 
you are learning all the 
time as I work with so 
many different people. 

“The wonderful thing is 
I still get a thrill from see¬ 
ing mums and dads and 
children enjoying them¬ 
selves and laughing. 

“There are very few 


genres where you can do 
this, you don’t get the 
same laughter when 
watching television. 

“There is a joy in seeing 
something which is old 
fashioned but with a 
modern twist. 

“We will have mentions 
of Strictly Come Dancing, 
Bruno Tonioli and Bruce 
Forsyth. 

“You can also get laughs 
for the posh end of town, 
the rough end of town, 
how the local football 
team is doing etc.” 

Actors, like footballers, 
have to cross a line. 

When they go on stage, 
something comes over 
them, they are in the spot¬ 
light, it is their office. 

Explaining what this 
meant for him, Davro 
said: “I have had food 
poisoning and been off 
stage throwing up in a 
bucket and then going on 
stage, doing the act and 
then coming off and 
being sick again. 

“I remember one time 
when I was appearing in 
Nottingham and it coin¬ 
cided with my divorce. 

“Going on stage was the 
hardest thing I had to do 
and yet in a bizarre way it 
took my mind off what I 
was going through.” 

As an up and coming 
comic he sought the 
advice of the big stars in 
the business like Bob 
Monkhouse and Les 
Dawson. Davro recalls 
them being so generous 
to him with their advice. 

He said: “Bob always 


told me to be economical 
with words and I needed 
to be very clear and 
precise with what I had to 
say. 

“There is a rhythm to a 
joke and I understand 
how jokes work. 

“Nowadays comedians 
have interactive banter 
with the audience and 
make observations. 

“I like jokes but comedi¬ 
ans these days do not tell 
jokes. 

“I did have joke books 
and have transferred 
these to a laptop. 

“I have a library of jokes 
which I can use for differ¬ 
ent occasions and 
pantomimes. 

“It is a case of tweaking 
them and using your best 
stuff.” 

The first pantomime the 
young Davro saw was 
Dick Whittington starring 
Rod Hull and Jim 
Davidson at The London 
Palladium. 

And he hopes he can 
capture the magic of this 
first pantomime for those 
children coming to see 
him in Aladdin. 

He said: “I hope they go 
away laughing and to 
keep laughing. 

“Everyone needs to 
laugh and let their hair 
down and be allowed to 
express themselves. 

“Laughing is contagious 
and it spreads.” 

And I think he might be 
right as I went away smil¬ 
ing after talking to him 
and I think Davro did too.

(iv) the southbound carriageway of the A5 approximately 3.5 kilometres north of 
Towcester Roundabout. 

These restrictions will apply at different times as indicated by traffic signs. 

The work will be carried out overnight between 20:00 hours and 06:00 hours and is 
expected to start on Sunday 4 December 2011 and continue for approximately two 
weeks. The Order will come into force on 2 December 2011. 

Vehicles being used by special forces will be exempt from the speed restrictions.

a. its junction with the access roads leading to and from Cherwell Valley Services;

JIM Mallinder is still smarting from some 
of the decisions made by referee Nigel 
Owens in Northampton Saints’ 
Heineken Cup defeat to Munster last 
week but is looking for his side to 
match the intensity and endeavour of 
that match when the Scarlets visit 
Franklin’s Gardens tomorrow night. 

The Saints looked set to do what 
only Leicester Tigers had done before 
and beat the Irish giants at home in 
the Heineken Cup until a last-gasp 
drop goal from Ronan O’Gara saw 
them snatch victory from the jaws of 
defeat. Director of rugby Mallinder 
[pictured above] was unhappy with Mr 
Owens during the match and the club 
have forwarded those concerns to 
referee’s assessor Donal Courtney. Yet 
overall he was delighted with the way 
his side played. 

“We’ve looked back at it and my 
feelings are what I said after the 
game,” said Mallinder. “I’m very proud 
of our performance, I think we did lots 
of good things. There were a few 
things we could improve on and we’ve 
been working on that this week. 

“The intensity of our performance 
was fantastic. Once we conceded that 
early try, we got back into the game. 
We didn’t panic, we scored some 
cracking tries, the pressure from Ryan 
Lamb kicking his goals was good, and I 
thought the defence throughout the 
whole 80 minutes stood out. I haven’t 
had to pick them up because we 
played well. As I said, there were one 
or two things but there always are. 
Generally we’re confident in the way 
that we are playing and what we have 
got to do is take that forward to this 
week.” 


The Scarlets defeated Castres 31-23 
at home in the other opening Pool 
One game last week, denying the 
French side even a losing bonus point 
in Llanelli. 

Head of rugby Nigel Davies faces the 
choice of whether to stick with 
veteran Stephen Jones at fly half or 
bring in Rhys Priestland, who Mallinder 
admits to being a fan of. However, he 
is wary of whichever one the Welsh 
region go for. 

He said: “I’ve always rated him 
[Priestland] and I think he has 
definitely improved in the last couple 
of years, and he showed at the World 
Cup what a quality fly half he is. I think 
they’ll be pleased to get him back from 
injury. He didn’t start at the weekend 
so they’ve got him or Jones that they 
could go for, and I think they’re 
fortunate to have two good lads.” 

Mallinder was also impressed with 
the performance of Scarlets’ pack 
against Castres after viewing the 
video of the game and does not agree 
with the general consensus of their 
forwards being a glaring weakness. 

He said: “The Scarlets are a quality 
team and I think in the past some 
have spoken about them having good 
backs that are exciting, but probably a 
bit of weakness up front - particularly 
in some of the Heineken Cup games 
they have played. 

“I think that has changed, you only 
have to watch the Castres game to 
see how well they coped with their 
pack. They coped really well up front 
in the set piece, they’re very 
competitive at the breakdown, they 
got a lot of turnovers and give that to 
that Scarlets’ back line, they’ve got 
players that can score tries from 
anywhere.”

THE defeat to Munster last Saturday 
ruined what was otherwise a thor¬ 
oughly enjoyable trip to Ireland for 
Northampton Saints lock Mark 
Sorenson.

I was excited about going 
over there and experiencing the 
passion they have for rugby, and I 
wasn’t disappointed. 

“They have a cracking crowd there, 
we had a hell of a lot of support as 
well, which was really good and en¬ 
couraging. They were superb before 
and after the game. 

“We put everything into the game 
and leading up to it, so we all gave a 
good account of ourselves as a team 
and a club. 

“Our supporters represented us 
really well and it was a great occasion 
everyone was excited about. Just to 
be pipped was the only disappoint¬ 
ment of the whole trip.” 

The Scarlets pose the challenge in 
Pool One tomorrow night, and the 
Welsh side are coming off the back of 
an impressive 31-23 victory over Cas¬ 
tres Olympique in their first 
Heineken Cup game last Saturday. 

Sorenson is wary of their dangers 
all over the park, particularly as 
many of the team were in the Wales 
squad that reached the semi-finals of 
the World Cup in New Zealand this 
year.

The 21-year-old was originally 
supposed to face his fellow Prize 
Fighter contender for the vacant Area 
title, but Derby man Ahmed is now 
unavailable. The only other Midlands 
boxer that could have potentially 
fought Reeve is Delroy Spencer, 
although he is currently restricted to a 
maximum of 16 minute contests. 

That means the former Far Cotton 
Boys amateur is likely to face another 
foreign opponent in a ten rounder for 
the vacant International Masters belt. 


■ CHANTELLE Cameron suffered yet 
another blow in her attempt to qualify 
for next summer’s London Olympics 
after losing to Amanda Coulson in the 
Great Britain Amateur Championship. 

Kings Heath ABC’s Cameron went 
down 22-17 on points to her fellow GB 
Podium Squad member in the 60kg 
category at Bethnal Green’s York Hall 
on Saturday. 

On the same day, her club hosted 
their first show of the year at a packed 
Cripps Recreation Centre, with Kings 
Heath’s boxers winning 12 of the 14 
contests. The sell-out crowd included 
former Commonwealth cruiserweight 
champion Franco Wanyama, who has 
recently become involved with the 
club, as a guest. 

Stanley Forskitt produced an 
impressive performance to claim a 
majority decision victory over current 
British and Three Nations schoolboy 
champion Zac Davis, of Hall Green ABC. 
Ryan Conway also continued his recent 
progress with a second round 
stoppage of Davis’ Birmingham club- 


mate Charlie Chaney. There were also 
wins for his brother Kieron, Paddy 
Hanrahan, Sean Scott, schoolboy 
champion Reuben Arrowsmith, Patsy 
Scott, Adam Elliott, Sam Daly, Oliver 
Avill, Sullivan Mason and Charlie Lee. 

The only two defeats suffered by 
Kings Heath boxers on the night were 
both majority points decisions that 
went against Conner Hannifin and Ben 
Vaughan. 

■ LUKE Sherwood spoilt the retirement 
party of Bishop’s Stortford ABC’s Scott 
Glead with a stunning first round 
knock-out of his opponent in 
Sawbridgeworth on Monday. 

Glead, 40, was fighting in his last 
amateur contest on the host club’s 
show at the Manor of Groves Hotel. 
However, his opponent from Far Cotton 
Boys ABC had other ideas. 

In front of former world heavyweight 
champion Frank Bruno and former 
European welterweight champion 
Dave ‘Boy’ Green, Sherwood ended the 
fight after one minute. 

A crushing right to Glead’s jaw put 
him down and he was counted out, 
giving the 35-year-old his fifth win 
from seven contests. 
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Skipper Dylan Hartley believes 
that Northampton Saints will pun¬ 
ish the Scarlets at Franklin’s 
Gardens tomorrow night if they 
put in a similar performance to the 
one in Limerick last Saturday.

Cardoza set for new 
Cobblers boss hunt

THE King is dead, long live the new King. 
Gary Johnson’s departure from the 
Northampton Town managerial position on 
Monday has left the Cobblers chairman 
David Cardoza looking for his fourth 
manager in just over two years. 

This week’s news, announcing that 
Johnson had left by ‘mutual consent’, 
brought an end to a eight-month reign 
that ultimately failed to match the 
expectations of either the club or it’s long- 
suffering supporters. 

Brought into replace Ian Sampson in 
March, the 56-year-old was charged with 
leading the side to promotion this season 
after they only just managed to avoid 
relegation to the Blue Square Bet Premier 
in the final weeks of the 2010/11 
campaign. 

That led to Johnson embarking in a mass 
clear out of the squad in the summer, with 
Cardoza loosening the purse strings after 
the previous incumbent had been forced 
to work with the lowest wage budget the 
club had operated on for ten years. 

However, the man who established 
Yeovil Town in the Football League and 
took Bristol City to the Championship 
play-off final was unable to work his magic 
again at Sixfields, with the club currently 
sitting 20th in League Two. 

Saturday’s 1-0 FA Cup first round exit at 
the hands of Conference side Luton Town 
proved the final straw for Cardoza, with 
the look on his face when substitute Adam 
Watkins drilled home the winner ten 
minutes from time a mix of anger, anguish 
and bitter disappointment. 

Both he and Johnson met the following 
day, coming to a settlement of his two- 
and-a-half year contract. His assistant 
Dave Lee and player/coach Andy Holt have 
taken over on a caretaker basis, starting 
with this Saturday’s League Two game at 
home to Shrewsbury Town. 

Attention now turns to who will be the 
man to replace Johnson, with many tipping 
former Cobblers boss Colin Calderwood to 
return after he was recently sacked as 
manager of Scottish Premier League side 
Hibernian. Calderwood’s three-year spell in 
charge of Town from 2003-2006 yielded 
two play-off appearances followed by 
promotion to League One before he left to
